W EEDS AND GRASS

§10-101. W eeds and G rass to  b e  D estro y ed  or Cut.

From and a fter the  adoption of th is  P a rt it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, 
association or corporation owning or occupying any land or lot w ith in  th e  lim its of th is 
Borough to perm it or allow any obnoxious weeds or ta ll grass to grow upon such land  or 
lot, or upon the  sidewalk, or in  th e  gu tter, or between the  roadbed and th e  curb along his, 
her or its prem ises. Such owner or occupant shall cause the  sam e to be destroyed or cut by 
the  first day of Ju ly  and the firs t day of Septem ber of each and every year, and a t any 
other tim e w hen necessary, upon com plaint of two or more citizens and/or notice as 
provided in  §10-102 of th is P art. Provided, the  property owner shall be subject to the 
provisions of th is §10-101 in the  case of vacant property or property  occupied by him , her 
or it; the  occupant in  the case of property  occupied by other th a n  the  owner of the  property.

§10-102. P en a ltie s .

Any person who shall violate any provision of th is P art, after 10 days notice to comply w ith 
the  same, given by the  Street Com m ittee of the  Council, shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
sentenced to pay a  fine not exceeding $1,000 and costs, or in  default of paym ent thereof, 
shall be subject to im prisonm ent for a  te rm  not to exceed 30 days. Each day th a t a violation 
of th is P a rt continues shall constitu te  a  separate  offense.

STORAGE OF MOTOR VEHICLES

PART 2

§10-201. D efin itio n s.

1. As used in  th is P art, the  following term s shall have the  m eanings indicated, unless 
a different m eaning clearly appears from the context:

LESSEE - owner for the  purpose of th is P a rt w hen the lessor holds the  lessee 
responsible for m aintenance and repairs.

MOTOR VEHICLE - any type of mechanical device, propelled by a  motor, in  which 
persons or property  m ay be transported  upon public streets  or highways, and 
including tra ile rs  or sem i-trailers pulled thereby.

NUISANCE - any condition, structure , or im provem ent which shall constitu te  a 
th re a t or potential th re a t to the  health , safety, or welfare of the  citizens of the  
Borough of Hulmeville.

OWNER - th e  actual owner, agent or custodian of the  property on which motor 
vehicles are  stored, w hether individual or partnersh ip , association, or corporation.

PE R SO N  - a  n a tu ra l person, firm, partnersh ip , association, corporation, or other 
legal entity.

2. In th is P a rt, th e  singular shall include the  p lural; the p lural shall include the 
singular; and the  m asculine shall include the fem inine and the  neuter.

§10-202. M otor V eh ic le  N u isa n ces  P roh ib ited .

It shall be unlaw ful for any person, owner or lessee to m ain ta in  a m otor vehicle nuisance 
upon the  open private grounds of such person, owner or lessee w ith in  the  Borough. A motor 
vehicle nuisance shall include any motor vehicle w hich is unable to move under its  own 
power and has any of th e  following physical defects:

A. Broken w indshields, m irrors or other glass, w ith  sharp  edges.

B. One or m ore flat or open tires or tubes w hich could perm it verm in harborage.

C. M issing doors, windows, hood, tru n k  or o ther body parts  which could perm it 
anim al harborage.

D. Any body p arts  w ith  sharp  edges including holes resu lting  from rust.

E. M issing tires  resu lting  in  unsafe suspension of the  m otor vehicle.

F. U pholstery which is to rn  or open which could perm it anim al and/or verm in 
harborage.

G. Broken headlam ps or tail-lam ps w ith  sharp  edges.

H. D isassem bled chassis p a rts  ap art from the  m otor vehicle stored in  a  disorderly 
fashion or loose in or on the  vehicle.

I. P rotruding sharp  objects from the  chassis.

J . Broken vehicle fram e suspended from the  ground in  an  unstable m anner.

K. Leaking or dam aged oil pan  or gas ta n k  w hich could cause fire or explosion.

L. Exposed ba tte ry  containing acid.

M. Inoperable locking m echanism  for doors or trunk .

N. Open or dam aged floor boards including tru n k  and firewall.

O. Damaged bum pers pulled away from the  perim eter of vehicle.

P. Broken grill w ith  protruding edges.

Q. Loose or dam aged m etal trim  and clips.

R. Broken communication equipm ent an tennae.

Suspended on unstable supports.S.

T. Such other defects which could th re a ten  the  health , safety and welfare of the  
citizens of th e  Borough.

§10-203. S torage o f  M otor V eh ic le  N u isa n c e s  P erm itted .

Any person, owner or lessee who has one or m ore m otor vehicle nuisances as defined in  
§10-202 above m ay store such vehicle(s) in  the  Borough only in  stric t compliance w ith  the  
regulations provided herein. Such person, owner or lessee m u st first apply for a  perm it for 
either tem porary or perm anent storage and pay a fee to the  Borough such as m ay be 
provided from tim e to tim e by resolution of th e  Borough Council. The m otor vehicle 
nuisance(s) m ust be stored w ith in  a  garage or o ther enclosed building or, outside w ith in  
an opaque fence a t least 6 feet high which is locked a t all tim es w hen unattended. W ith the  
special approval of the  Borough Council m otor vehicle nuisances m ay also be stored outside
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in  an  area enclosed by a  chain link  fence, a t least 6 feet high, screened by shrubbery  
around the  perim eter to the  height of the fence, w ith  an unobstructed gate  capable of 
adm itting  fire or emergency equipm ent. Such gate shall rem ain  locked a t  all tim es w hen 
unattended. In addition all gas and oil or other flam m able liquid shall be rem oved from the  
m otor vehicle and it shall be kept free of verm in infestation while being stored. The to ta l 
a rea  of storage of m otor vehicle nuisances m ay not exceed 400 square feet.

N othing herein  shall be construed to perm it the  storage of motor vehicle nuisances 
contrary  to the  provisions of the Borough Zoning O rdinance [Chapter 27].

§10-204. In sp ection ; N o tice  to  Com ply.

1. The Police and/or Code Enforcement Officer is hereby empowered to inspect grounds 
on which m otor vehicles are stored to determ ine if th e re  is compliance w ith  the  
provisions of th is  P art. If noncompliance w ith  the  provisions of th is  P a r t constitu tes 
a  nuisance, or if  any condition, structure, or im provem ent poses a  th re a t to the  
health , safety, or welfare of the public, he shall issue a  w ritten  notice to be served 
by registered or certified m ail upon the owner of said prem ises, or, if  th e  owner's 
w hereabouts or iden tity  be unknown, by posting the notice conspicuously upon the  
offending prem ises.

2. Said notice shall specify the  condition or struc tu re  or im provem ent complained of, 
and shall require the  owner to commence to remove or otherw ise rectify the  condition 
or structu re  or im provem ent as set forth there in  w ith in  10 days of m ailing or posting 
of said notice, and  thereafter, to fully comply w ith th e  requirem ents of th e  notice 
w ithin a reasonable time.

§10-205. A u th ority  to  R em ed y N oncom pliance.

If the  owner of grounds on which motor vehicles are stored does not comply w ith  the  notice 
to abate the  conditions, w ith in  the  tim e lim it prescribed, the  Borough shall have the  
au thority  to take m easures to correct the conditions and collect th e  cost of such corrections 
plus 10% of all costs. The Borough Council in  such event and pu rsu an t to its  s ta tu to ry  or 
otherwise authorized police powers, shall have the  right and power to en te r upon the  
offending prem ises to accomplish the foregoing.

1. Any person aggrieved by th e  decision of the Police and/or Code Enforcem ent Officer 
m ay request and shall th en  be granted  a hearing  before the  Borough Council; 
provided, he files w ith  the  Borough Council w ithin 10 days after notice of the  Police 
and/or Code Enforcem ent Officer's decision, a w ritten  petition requesting such 
hearing  and setting  forth  a  b rief s ta tem en t of the  grounds therefor. The hearing  
shall commence not la te r  th a n  30 days a fter the date on which the  petition  was filed 
unless postponed for sufficient cause.

2. A fter such hearing, th e  Borough Council shall susta in , modify or overrule the action 
of the  Police and/or Code Enforcem ent Officer.

§10-207. P en a ltie s .

Any person who shall violate any provision of th is  P a rt shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
sentenced to pay a  fine not exceeding$l,000 and costs, or in  default of paym ent thereof, 
shall be subject to im prisonm ent for a  te rm  not to exceed 30 days. Each day th a t a violation 
of th is P a rt continues shall constitu te  a  separa te  offense.

§10-208. R em ed ies  n o t M u tu ally  E xclu sive.

The rem edies provided here in  for th e  enforcem ent of th is  P a rt, or any rem edy provided by 
law, shall not be deemed m utually  exclusive; ra th e r they m ay be employed sim ultaneously 
or consecutively, a t the  option of th e  Borough Council.
